Atlanta.  It  will  be  seen,  therefore,  that  ver 
definite  action  may  be  taken  at  the  Fall  meel 
ings  of  the  controlling  Synods,  which  will  dt 
termine  the  future  history  of  Columbia  Senr 
nary.
